pect ive ly . 

one  big  round  coin  of  40  Abbassi  with  inscription, 161.50  grammes, 
two  big  round  coins  of  20  Abbassi  with  inscription, weighing 
80.20  and  80.40  grammes  respectively. 

The  six  gold  coins  weighing  over  one  Kilo- 
gram. These  coins  were  struck  by  Aka  Kohammed  Khan, Shah  of 
Persia  in  12 lO/l 1=17 95/97  at  Teheran. They  were  presented 
by  Czar  Nicolas  I to  the  princely  House  of  Anhalt  related 
to  the  Russian  Court.
